undertaken as any individual of the present age, His eye is 
everywhere ; his aims are generally beneficent ; his sympathies 
usually go along with right and justice; his industry is un- 
tiring ; his courage dauntless; he is not content to reign, he 
must govern ; it is not enough for his ambition to govern, he 
wishes so to govern that France shall reap substantial benefits 
from his rule and that the age shall borrow lustre from his 
name, The system which he has initiated could nowhere find 
a better exponent than himself. If it fail, it will not be in 
consequence of the imperfect trial it has had, The best, per- 
haps, that man could do for it Napoleon is doing. Whilst he 
lives, it will be vital ; whenhe is gone, it will probably collapse. 

The Emperor, as our readers will recollect, recently paid a 
visit to Algeria, and personally inspected the most accessible 
parts of that colony. It is probable enough that much 
ef what he saw was exhibited to him under its 
most flattering aspect; and that a great deal of that 
which he would not have been pleased to see was, as 
completely as possible, kept out of sight. There is no room 
to doubt, however, that his penetrating, comprehensive, prac- 
tical glance took in the broad features of the case before him, 
and that, whatever may have escaped him, in consequence of 
having been huddled ont of sight, the information which he 


gained sufficed to convince him that Algeria was not thriving | 


under French rule. Indeed, his first sentence confesses as 


much, “France has possessed Algeria,” he says, “for the last | 


thirty-five years; it is necessary that this conquest should 


not a cause of weakness.” Hitherto it seems to have been the 
latter—not, certainly, for want of variety of administrative 
experiment, “ Fifteen systems of general organisation have 
been tried" writes the Emperor, “one overthrowing the 
other. . . . and producing in the main much trouble in 
the minds of the population and very little practical benefit.” 
The revolt of certain tribes in the interior within the last month 
is a vivid, and perhaps an unexpected, illustration of the 
Emperor’s remark, 

Dees Napoleon, then, propose to inaugurate a new system? 
Not so, he says. He makes no such pretension. He decides 
some fundamental questions, thereby finally excluding them 
from the controversy, and “traces out a programme composed 
almost exclusively of rules of conduct addressed to ad- 
ministrators of all ranks.” He cares not to alter the 
existing machinery: let it remain as it is: he is anxious 
only to point out the modes in which it is in future 
to be applied. Generally, his objects are the following :—* To 
gain the sympathy of the Arabs by positive acts ; to attract 
new celonists by examples of real prosperity among the old 
ones ; to turn to account the resources of Africa in produce and 
in men ; and by those means to obtain the power of diminish- 
ing our army and our expenditure.” A right noble programme, 
all will admit, and one well worthy of Imperial sagacity. 
These are the things really requiring to be done; and these, 
perhaps, the wisest methods of attempting them. One cannot 
but admire the spirit which prompts the thoughts and guides 
the pen of the Emperor, and yet one is obliged to doubt the 
success of the experiment. 

The problem which Napoleon is trying to solve is an old 
one, How to produce a prosperous and peaceful colony in 
presence of a numerous, warlike, and powerful aboriginal popu- 
lation, from whom it was wrested by force of arms; how to 
reconcile the old inhabitants to subjection, and to suppress in 


the new immigrants the disposition to oppress them; in a | 


word, how to constitute a happy and thriving community of 
two races, differing in religion, in traditions, in immemorial 
customs, in social habits, in tastes, in aptitudes and pursuits, 
and even in standards of morality, so that they shall dwell 
together in harmony under the dominion of the same 
authority, and pay willing homage to the same system 
of law and polity, is an experiment which cannot be 
said as yet to have been successfully carried out—at 
any rate, in modern times. Good intentions, unhap- 
pily, even when fairly and honestly expressed in laws 
and administration, fail of reaching all the inherent dif- 
ficulties of the case. The antagonisms go deeper than the 
remedies, and the will of nature has commonly been found to 
be stronger than the will of man. That France can hold 
Algeria as a conquest nobody will doubt. That the province is 
eapable of being colonised few who are acquainted with its 
undeveloped resources will deny ; but that Arabs and French 
can so commingle as to give free scope to the genius of both 
without detriment to either is what, until it becomes an estab- 
lished historical fact, the world will be slow to believe. No one, 
it is true, is warranted in pronouncing the result impossible ; but 
it can hardly be said to receive much promise from experience. 
The more credit, it may be said, is due to the Emperor for 
staking upon so doubtful yet so desirable an enterprise his per- 
#onal credit ; and the livelier the interest which society, not in 
-France only, but outside of it, will feel in his success, Regu-

of colonisation, fixes the proper sites for it by tracing a boun- 
dary round Oran, Algiers, and Constantine, the chief towns of 
the three provinces ; treats of the difficulties of immigration ; 
counsels greater simplicity of administration, and urges the 
enfranchisement of the communes, Then follows a chapter on 
the organisation, distribution, and management of the military 
force—the main object of the provisions decreed with regard to 
which is to diminish the charges which burden France without 
endangering the safety of her colony. And, lest the scope of 
these numerous detailed regulations should be lost sight of, 
the Imperial writer casts back upon them the light of the 
following summary declarations :—“ From what I have said, 
you will see that I prefer utilising the bravery of the Arabs to 
pressing on their poverty; making the colonists rich and 
prosperous to importing emigrants at great cost ; and keeping 
our soldiers in healthy stations to exposing them to the 
destructive climate of the desert. By carrying out this plan we 
shall succeed, I hope, in appeasing passions and satisfying 
interests. Algeria will no longer be a burden to us, but rather 
a new element of peace.” 

Of course time, patience, and steady perseverance will be 
needed to give even the wisest code of regulations a fair chance 
of permanent success, If the programme of the Emperor fails, 
its failure will be due, we imagine, to the fact that it grapples 
with a case that no practical programme can avail to meet. 
He has done his best. But there are some things in this per- 


| verse world of ours which are too unmanageable for even 
become henceforward for her an augmentation of force, and 


Napoleonic sagacity to bring under control, We should grieve 
to be under an obligation to predict that Arab independence 
will never contentedly sit down under a foreign sway, or that 
French impetuosity will never rear a flourishing colony; but, 
looking at the undeniable lack of aptitude on both sides, we 
must confess beforehand that, should the Emperor achieve the 
object at which he aims, his con quest will deserve to be regarded 
as the greatest and most beneficent of which modern times can 
boast. 


LORD PALMERSTON’S STUDY AT BROADLANDS. 


FEw men whose public labours have controlled the affairs of a nation 
in our own times have left, when called away from this world, such a 
lively and — impression of their nal temperament and 
manners as the late Prime Minister. When—amidst the brilliant and 
exulting festivities of united Italy, and in the capital of the Pied- 
mcntese kingdom, which had contended twelve years for the freedom of 
the whole nation, and had merged its own existence in the magniticent 
result—Cavour sickened and died, the people of Turin, a mourning 
crowd inspired by a thousand endearing recollections of his familiar 
resence, gathered in the courtyard of his house and in the street 
Coles it, lingering there for many hours, all through the short summer 
night and the sad succeeding day, while it seemed as though the tales 
they had to tell of him were endless, as fresh anecdotes of their 
beloved and illustrious townsman were produced by every comer and 
cagerly repeated by the others, Turin is not a large city, and all 
its inhabitants—men, women, and children—knew Count Cavour, 
who had been at home with them all his life, and had been 
wont to converse as frankly with all classes of his neighbours, 
as Palmerston might have done if he had an Italian 
instead of an English nobleman; for in this feature, at 
least, of their natural disposition, the two t statesmen 
were like each other. In the little town of Romsey, where 
Lord Palmerston was really at hume, though he was, in a different 
sense, thoroughly at home in Downing-street and the House of 
Commons, it is probable that the lamented owner of Broadlands has 
been talked of in the same tone of affectionate praise; aud we can 
readily believe the reported sayings of his household and of the 
tenants and peasantry of his estate who came up to his funeral. 

In the case of such men, one naturally takes pleasure in seeing them 
as near as one can, and even in contemplating, without indiscretion, 
the scenes and incidents by which they were surrounded in private 
The interior of his mansion at Broadlands, full of 
substantial tokens of the habitation of a worthy and acccomplished 
English gentlemen, who would have all about him comfortable, 
orderly, and handsome, will therefore be invested with a special 
attractiveness from the traditions of Lord Palmerston’s habits in his 
family abode; and we may anticipate the interest which such details, 
already belonging to the history of the past, will have for the next 
generation. With this feeling, and with due reverence for the dead, 
as well as due respect for the privacy of the bereaved household, we 
have the satisfaction of being enabled to present to our readers, on 
the preceeding page, an Illustration which none who share the general 
sentiment of personal regard for his memory will behold without some 
emotion. Who, indeed, can look coldly or indifferently, whilst his 
well-deserved praises are still on our lips, at the picture of that quiet 
room where he so often used to work, in the seasons of his 
retirement, in the pleasant country house to which he resorted 
whenever, at Easter, at Whitsuntide, in September, or at Christmas, 
the Parliamentary recess or the ordinary holidays allowed him to 
escape from town? Remembering that he was born in this house, 
that it was to him the home of his childhood, the house of his father 
and mother, and that he made it the home of his manhood and old 
age, so that it must, to his mind, have been a the familiar

placed on the walls—as well as the saloon and the drawing-room, so 
tastefully adorned and furnished, where the charming view of park 
and garden from the windows disputes, with the landscapes of Claude, 
and with the fi drawn by Titian, by Rembrandt, and by Sir 
Joshua, the admiration of every visitor. Such a ——e built in the 
verdant vale of the Test, where the clear stream widens grandly, 
banked on each side with green slopes, bearing here and there a clamp 
of trees, and ery See mile or so to the foot of the scarped hills 
beyond, was Lord Palmerston’s rural mansion ; not splendid, not 
superior, perhaps, to a hundred other seats of the English nobility and 
gentry; but still a place of which he might fairly be fond 
and proud.

adjoins the library, in which is a large table covered with 
bluebooks, sciabel Sapenth, various pamphlets newspapers, and all 
the best atlasses or collections of modern m3 with the latest cor- 
pec fe Ale og bee noe ial care to besupplied. The silver 
trowel w he used in laying foundation-stone of the Hartley 
Institute at Southampton, with a presentation copy of its rules, 
bound in morocco inscribed with his name, bears witness to his 
patronage of the local institutions, as do likewise the reports of the 











Royal South Hants Infirmary, which lie on the same table. The librar 
shelves, and other shelves in the billiard-room close by, are stored wit 
the beet English and foreign literature ; for the late Premier, though he 
neither translated nor commented upon Homer—though he wrote 
neither edies, epic poems, romances, nor lengthy biographies, 
leaving s diversions to his political contemporaries, Lord Derby, 
Mr. Gladstone, Mr, Disraeli, and Lord John Russell—is known to have 
cultivated, as became a pupil of Dugald Stewart, and a congenial 
friend of Canning, those literary tastes which harmonise so fitly with 
the business of the Parliamentary statesman. He did not, like some 
men of the same standing, adorn his speeches with cheap quotations 
of passages in Virgil, which he had learned by rote, as a school im- 
position. But he was esteemed “quite a purist in language, grammar, 
and orthography,” as appears from his punctilious revision of the 
~ iy of many documents extant in the Foreign Office. A story is 
told of his taking the trouble, at a late hour one night, to consult 
Johnson's Dictionary in order to justify an expression which somebody 
found fault with in the Queen’s Speech, published a week or two 
before; and we recollect his protesting inst the phrase “non- 
intervention,” when it was new, as not being English, in the sense 
which was meant ; he would have “ non-interference” instead. It is 
related of him that, at a still earlier period, in company with Frere, 
Canning, and Sheridan, he joined in forming a society for the improve- 
ment (or rather, perhaps, for the preservation in its purity) 
of the English language; but that Sheridan got drunk at their 
first dinner, and vented so much dad language that the 
had to give up the plan. These pleasant trifles are naturally recol- 
lected when we are on the threshold of his private study. So, too, 
when we see the inkstand, the blotting-book, and the worn and 
blackened pens which he has used, we remember how he condescended, 
the other day, at the meeting of a mechanics’ institution, to give the 
oung men some good, useful advice upon the value of a plain and 
egible hardwriting. ‘ Let all your letters be perfectly formed and 
properly joined together in the words; and be sure to make your 
up strokes quite distinct, as well as your down strokes.” Would but 
the mob of gentlemen who write with ease—of the ladies we will 
say nothing—obey Lord Palmerston’s simple directions in this most 
important matter! Another thing is equally worthy of remark in his 
practice as a laborious scribe—so laborious that the huge piles and 
volumes of official reports, despatches, and correspondence, done b 
his sole pen at the War Office, are said to be the wonder and despair 
of all the clerks since 1827. The high desk, with its worn leather 
cover, about five feet from the floor, and the mat in front of it, much 
trodden by his unwearied feet, are evidence of what we have often 
heard—that, even when an octogenarian, he was accustomed to write 
standing ; and his long sittings were only in the House of Commons, 
Watching his attitude there, from five o'clock till past midnight on 
the Treasury Bench, as he sat motionless, with broad chest thrown 
well forward, head erect, and folded hands— never lounging or sprawl- 
ing, as many of the younger members, some even of Ministerial dig- 
nity, allow themselves to do—we have frequently admired the robust 
appearance of this fine old man. It is probable, however, that the 
habit we have just noticed, together with that of daily exercise in the 
open air, and his temperance in eating and drinking, and 
his love of cheerful company, may have saved him from 
thore bodily ailments which t the man of sedentary life, 
and which make it a rare exception when he keeps the soundness and 
healthy action of the vital organs with the ample flow of animal 
spirits, and a capacity for hearty enjoyment at eighty years of age. 
It was cne of Lord Tuleamton'’s merits that he took such good care 
of himself. His countrymen are thankful to have had him so long 
as they had; they would have been pleased to have had him much 
longer—for the remainder, let us say, of the nineteenth century, or for 
the remainder of Queen Victoria’s reign, And it may be remarked, in 
genera), that a man who will not take care of his own constitution is 
not fit to be trusted with the constitution of the realm. 


FRANCE. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Panis, Nov. 9, 1865. 

Sprre of the wet, cold weather we have been recently experiencing— 
weather that causes the Champs Elysées and the Bois de Boulogne to 
be utterly deserted—that gives an air of melancholy to the gayer 
quarters of this gay city and damps the habitual mercurial tempera- 
ment of the Parisians—people here are far more cheerful than they 
were a week or two ago. The fact is, the cholera is on the decline. 
Thagpily number of deaths is now under seventy, The reports from 
the hoepitals, civil and military, and from the public schools and the 
barracks of the capital show a marked improvement, For some weeks 
past timid people have been over-dosing themselves with stimulants, 
on the pretended plea that prevention was better than cure, and the 
early cup of hot coffee and the warm flannel belt have been greatly in 
demand, The streets, too, have reeked with disinfectants, which have, 
no doubt, done good service ; still, the rain and the sharp cold weather 
have been the best disinfectants after all. The temporary panic that 
prevailed may be said to be over. Already have the thousand and 
one treatises on the malady disappeared from the booksellers’ shops, 
and the advertisements of a myriad of quasi-specifics from the columns 
of the newspapers, 

The Emperor and Empress drove into Paris on Saturday to see the 
progress made with the works at the Avenues de Il'Empéreur and de 

‘Impératrice Joséphine ; and on Sunday the Emperor left by special 
train for Brittany, to inspect the property of the Prinoess Bacciocchi, 
which, spite of the extreme poverty of the soil, has been brought into 
a comparatively advanced state of cultivation, It will be remembered 
that, a few years ago, the Emperor called attention to the desirability 
of efforts being made to turn the unproductive soil of the Landes and 
similar districts to some account; and he has since taken great 
interest in the efforts of those landholders who have sought to carry 
out his views in the different departments of France. ‘ 

An Imperial pamphlet, being a letter on “The Policy of France in 
Algeria,” addressed by the Emperor to Marshal Macmahon, Governor- 
Gen of the colony, has appeared at Paris, It forms a pamphlet of 
cighty eight pages, octavo, and is accompanied by the follow- 
ing note from the pu er — 

This letter was printed, by order of the Emperor, ten days after his return 
from Algeria. It had not been made public because his Majesty was anxious 
that ajl the questions treated in it be su’ to preliminary discussion 
by the Ministers and the Governor .

of which we shall be made acquainted with in the forthcoming Budget. 
Rumours point not only to a reduction in the army and navy, but 
to the abandonment of the Public Works Bill, which last would sorely 
grieve the heart of the omnipotent M. Haussmann, and possibl bring 
about threats of his resignation. The Emperor, however, is aware 
that Achille Fould is the only man for the present situation. Since 
his return to office, hardly a month ago, he has put his finger on an 
undoubted blot in the French system of tax collection, dealt a blow at 
the office of Receiver-General, and prepared the way to an immense 
saving of the public revenue.

The Grand Thédtre Parisien, where 
the performance takes place, is a curiosity in its way, It was built, 
about a yo ago, by M. Millaud, a grand tor, and former 
partner of the unfortunate Mirés, and proprietor of the Petit Journal. 
and half a score of money-making publications which his command 
of capital has called into successful existence, The Grand Théitre 
Parisien was built to supply the place of one or two minor theatres 
which had to go the way of all stone when M. Haussmann so willed 
it. It has neither dress circle, boxes, nor gallery, but consists of one 
immense pit, divided into those various grades which the French are 
so remarkably skilful in defining. For instance, the chief places 
rejoice in the designation of “grand comfortable,” and the admission 
to these is only a couple of francs, while the price of admission to the 
inferior places is as low as fifty centimes. 

It is rumoured that the first work to be brought out at the new 
Grand Opéra will be by Verdi; the subject is said to be “ King Lear,”

ment of the old spote— 
in too many instances 
plague-spots — proceeds 
with alacrity. 
Bethnal-green and its 
neighbourhood, which in 
song and in story, in 
romance and reality, 
has been for centuries 
darkened with the 


years received much of 
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this philanthropic attention. Waste ground has been cleared of un- 
healthy huts, and streets of houses built thereon. Within ten years 
have been built as many district churches ; the railway has brought 
many improvements ; a ——— park has been provided for the 
recreation of the people, and much of the squalor and evident misery 
of the place have been abated ; meanwhile, the number of middle- 
class houses has vastly increased ‘and the general prosperity advanced. 

Much of this good work has been wrought by individual philan- 
thropy; and the same munificent hand has provided for the spiritual 
wants of the district, has placed the monumental fountain in the 
people’s pak, and has caused to be built large blocks of improved 
dwellings for the working classes. These works are thus recorded in 
an architectural report of last year :—“The additional blocks of 


dwellings erected by Miss Burdett ‘Contts at Bethnal-green have been | 


for some time finished and filled. Miss Coutts has already spent 
£50,000 here, and provided comfortable accommodation for 189 
families ; and we understand she has directed another large block to 
be built, just beyond the former, but with an open space intervening.” 
This new addition is intended for a public market, to be called 
“ Colombia Market,” a portion of which is represented in the accom- 
* V ying Illustration. 

dging-houses are situated to the left of the Hackney-road, in 
B inde age-walk, a long and not very lively street, named probably from 
birdcage-makers living here, this being an old locality for birdcatchers, 
though we are within a short distance of Shoreditch Church. The new 
market, which is in part built, will be at about the distance of 160 ft. 
westward of the lodging-houses. In plan it will be quadrangular ; 
the east and west sides each 210 ft., and north and south 45 ft, Gin. ; 
the inclosed area being for the open market. The west side is nearly 
ccmpleted, and its outer facade is shown in the Engraving ; the east 
side, to correspond, is co mmmenced, The north side will consist of a 
large market-hall and covered market, which will also flank the lodge 
for the clerk of the market in the southern front. 

It will be sufficient to describe the west side, here engraved. It 
consists of a central tower and two wings, and six intervening dwel- 
lings and shops. Each wing contains four flats, or residences, and 
each flat a sitting-room, three bed-rooms, a kitchen, scullery, store, 
and closet ; the dust will be conveyed away by shafts, and the supply 
of water will be good. The interior area, or market-place, will be 
surrounded by arcades, upon which will be first-floor flats, with open 
balconies of stonework. 

The design is old English of a good period; and the outer facade, 
here engraved, is more embellished than the inner. The material is 
fine brick, with stone finishings ; terra-cotta is also employed in the 
arch- mouldings and groinings very successfully, The oriels and bays 
are pictmesque. The upper portion of the tower is highly orna- 

ental and, with the roof-erectings and decorated gables, makes a very 

> composition, judiciously broken in the line. The tower ry” 
contain the machinery for the water supply of the whole market ; 
will be very liberal, which is most essential for market purposes, soul 
as for private use. 

The shops surrounding the market will, we believe, be let for various 
trades. The plan of management is not, however, yet sufficiently 
matured for us to state the details. But we are enabled to say that 
the object of the undertaking is to confer a benefit upon the neigh- 
bourhood by ensuring to it a market, which shall present the ad- 
vantages of good supply, with the unfailing adjuncts of cleanliness 
and sanitary regulation, which are special features of the plan. Some 
of our old markets have been sad failures in these respects ; but, with 
our improved constructive skill and improved acquaintance with the 
best means of insuring the public health, we ought to succeed. Con- 
venient approaches to the market will be provided from Hackney- 
road and from Bethnal-green, the latter by a road to be called 
Colombia-street. 

‘Lhis new market has been designed by Mr. Darbishire, architect, 
Tiafalgar-equare, who designed the adjoining model lodging-houses, 
and the model cottages which are building for Miss Coutts at Holly 
Village, Highgate-rise. For our inspection of Colombia Market 
we have to thank the obliging clerk of the works, Mr. H. Weller. 
The builders are Messrs. Cubitt and Co., of Gray’s-inn-road.

STILL our Cabinet, which was to have rearranged itself as 
adroitly and symmetrically as the figures in a kaleidoscope do 
at a half turn of the wrist, remains incomplete. At length the 
Lords of the Treasury have been gazetted ; and so has Lord 
Clarendon as Secretary of State. But more rearrangements 
are required. It appears to have occurred to the Premier that, 
as there is now nobody in the House of Commons whose 
explanations of all subjecis—civil, military, or naval—are 
accepted as a matter of course, and whose “He hath said it” 
is as final as was that of Pythagoras, it may be expedient to 
have somebody in that house who can give the real and 
satisfactory answer to questions, The strength of the 
Cabinet is certainly concentrated in the Upper Chamber, 
We have there the Premier, the Chancellor, the Foreign 
Secretary, the War Secretary, the Privy Seal, the Pre- 
sident of the Council, the Postmaster, and the First Lord 
of the Admiralty; while in the Commons we have only the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Home, Colonial, and Indian 
Secretaries, and the Presidents of the Boards of Trade and 
Poor Laws, Considering that it is the House of Commons that 


| finds the money for national purposes, it does seem somewhat 


inconsistent with the theory of the Constitution that, in 
addition to the Minister who has to ask for all the money, there 








is no person of first-class position to tell the Commons what is

Something may be said also about strength in debate, though 
we must confess that we do not think the grievance in this 
It is true that the Cabinet may be said 
to mount too many guns in the House of Lords, considering 
the array on the other side. There is no such debater 
as Lord Derby in or out of Parliament. Lord Macaulay 
has written and left it on record of him that his knowledge of 
the science of Parliamentary defence resembles an instinct, 
and the historian has ranked the Earl, in this regard, with the 
strong men of other days. But, with this remarkable excep- 
tion, there is no very formidable orator on the Opposition side. 
Lord Granville or the Duke of Argyll could give a very satis- 
factory answer to any of the present aristocratic candidates 
for office, Lord Ellenborough can make a fine and fiery 
harangue—“ it is magnificent, but it is not war,” as was said 
of the headlong and glorious charge which we shall all recollect 
while we recollect anything, Lord Malmesbury is not a very 





terrible foe for Lord Clarendon’s steel. Even if Lord Westbury, 
being out of office, should not think fit to fight, Lord Chelmsford 
will not have it all his own way, especially if Sir Alexander 
Cockburn receive the peerage which his talents would adorn. 
Lord Brougham may be said to be without a portfolio, but he will 
probably advise the Opposition, and will certainly advise both 
sides to admire certain penny periodicals, as certainly for- 
getting a tribute to Mr. Charles Knight, who has done so much 
for Lord Brougham’'s reputation and for the education of the 
people, Lord St, Leonards, to his honour, takes a judicial view 
of questions, and cannot be regarded asan enemy, In fact, the 
batteries of the aristocratic part of the Ministry may seem to 
have been made needlessly strong, though the fault is, of course, 
on the right side, provided other interests are not impaired. 
But when we come to the Commons, although it is true that, 
with a splendid exception, there is no brilliancy combined with 
power in the case of any of the Ministers, there are good 
fighting men among them; and, when Mr, Gladstone and 
Mr, Disraeli have withdrawn, like Tancred and Argentes, t> 
fight 4 owtrance, the other combatants are very well matched, 
so far as mere strength goes, Sir Bulwer Lytton delivers an 
admirable oration, full of power and point; but he is not a 
party debater, ready for instant grapple. Lord Stanley is too 
philosophical and too conscientious to fight the reckless battle 
of party. Sir John Pakington and Sir George Grey may be 
set against each other, the latter having the best of it gene- 
rally; and the lawyers are not unequally matched, the 
Attorney-General’s higher intellect not giving him the supe- 
riority he might easily assert were his temperament different, 
and, moreover, when he joined the Ministry he took care to 
remind the country that he joined in a sense only, and not as a 
devoted partisan. On the whole, we think that, on making up 
the accounts, the mere consideration of debating strength 
would not need to be entertained, but for the constitutional 
reason which has been adverted to. Those who have the chief 
and direct responsibility for the enormous military and naval 
estimates ought to be in their places in the Commons to answer 
concerning those vast expenditures. 

It is easier to point this out than to say how it should be 
remedied. We are now told that Earl De Grey, the Secretary 
for War, is too good-natured to fight Horse Guards jobbery and 
anti-reform policy, and that the gentlemen in uniform who 
hold the pass so gallantly must be assailed by a champion of 
higher rank, and of a temper which inclines him to be com- 
bative rather than pliable. The Duke of Somerset is known 
to be of higher rank than Earl De Grey, and it is alleged that 
he has at least the proper amount of contempt for any person 
who opposes his views. It may be that his Grace will therefore 
be able to do good service against the officers and their easy 
chief. This is, of course, a desirable rearrangement, but it 
does not meet the other difficulty, Earl De Grey cannot be 
sent into the Commons as First Lord, and we have Lord 
Clarence Paget, whom everyone likes, but who is only an 
Under-Secretary, to answer Sir John Pakington, who has been 
First Lord, touching the expenditure of millions, 

But there is another consideration. Relatively regarded, the 
Ministers in the Commons are good men. But, to judge by 
appearances, stormy times are coming up. The great calmer 
of the billows is himself at rest, The special faculty which he 
possessed is not only not given to the new leader of the 
Commons, but we are far from sure that he thinks it a faculty 
of the highest kind—that gift of being able to throw oil on the 
waters. Hitherto a good many of his achievements have 
thrown oil decidedly in another direction. If a storm is 
coming up, we shall want first-class men on the side of 
order and the Constitution, Mr. Gladstone said at Glasgow 
that those who wanted changes should look 12 the institutions 
of the country for the means of producing them. The expres- 
sion may have been studiously vague, but it may bave been 
intended to signify that a majority in Parliament is the only 
evidence which the Ministry will accept that change is required. 
There will be difficulty in maintaining a position which, never- 
theless, has reason and safety in it, Assume that the Commons 
represent the country, it is, of course, for them to say what the 
country requires, But the party of innovation decline to accept 
this assumption. We are not pronouncing a judgment: we 
have already said that the subject is so great and the interests 
involved are so enormous, while there can be no need of hurry, 
that a full inquiry seems the natural and practical course, But 
there will be a strong effort made to commit the Government 
to another policy, The great middle class of England, 
the true depository of national strength, has made no sign. 
Though the absence of this sign is evidence that the great 
class of England is not agitated or anxious on the subject, 
it need not be taken for apathy or obstinacy. The English 
love justice. But they also know the value of their institu tions, 
and they know the real source of the prosperity and security 
they enjoy ; and those who have aught to lose will not consent 
to any reckless legislation which shall swamp the lawful 
influence of the great thinking class, They will gladly concede 
any reasonable claim, It is for those who take the awful 
responsibility of Government upon them to see that the whole 
case is fairly submitted to the council of the nation, that uncon- 
stitutional influences are repelled, and that a question so 
important is approached with every safeguard. Now, we want 
a wise and strong Ministry to effect this; and it is therefore 
that men look somewhat wistfully at the scant array of 
Ministerial strength and wisdom in the House of Commona, 
the arena of the coming frays.

On Thursday week her Majesty, accompanied by the Crown Princess 
of Prussia and Princess Louis of Hesse, visited the Albert Memorial 
Chapel for the purpose of inspecting the decorations, The Queen 
afterwards drove out. Princess Helena rode in the Home Park. 
Princess Louisa took a drive. The Crown Prince of Prussia and Prince 
Louis of Hesse passed the day shooting. 

Yesterday week the Queen held a Council, at which her Majesty 
was pleased to appoint the Right Hon, the Earl of Clarendon to be 
one of her Majesty’s Principal taries of State. His Lordship was 
by the Queen’s command sworn in accordingly.

The births of 2055 children—1067 boys and 988 girls—were 
registered in London last week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years, 
1855-64, the average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1950. 
The deaths registered in London during the week were 1413. It was the forty- 
fourth week of the year, and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1262. The excess over the 
estimated number is partly due to the fall of temperature, which was low over 
the country. The deaths from diarrhoea are less numerous now than they 
were in September, and the number is still less as compared with the numbers 
returned weekly in August ; but the disease was as fatal last week as it was 
in the second week in October. The deaths from diarrhea in the last four 
weeks were 54, 62, 48, and 61. In the forty-fourth week of ten years, 1855 64, 
the average number of deaths from diarrhoea was 26. Two deaths of children 
in the week are referred to cholera. Scarlatina was fatal in 59 cases, and 
typhus in 77. There were 177 deaths from phthisis. Five cases in which 
necidents by horses or carriages were fatal were registered in the 
week.——The births registered in London and ten other large towns of the 
United Kingdom last week were 3910; the deaths, 3014. The annual rate 
of mortality in the week in those eleven towns was 28 per 1000 persons living. 
In Liverpool the births in the week were 284, the deaths 369 ; in Manchester— 
births 260, deaths 246; in Salford—births 81, deaths 65; in Birmingham— 
births 223, deaths 162; in Leeds—births 217, deaths 139; in Bristol—births 
125, deaths 68; in Hull—births 76, deaths 46; in Edinburgh—births 113, 
deaths 104 ; in Glasgow—births 326, deaths 254 ; and in Dublin — births 145, 
deaths 148. ‘The rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 31 in 
Edinburgh, and 24 in Dublin; 40 in Liverpool, 36 in Manchester, 31 in 
Salford, 26 in Birmingham, 32 in Leeds, 22 in Bristol, 23 in Hull, and 31 
in Glasgow. 


Law AND Po.ice.—An important decision was given by 
the Master of the Rolls yesterday week. Lord Henry Seymour, who died in 
Paris, had left about £70,000 to the “ Hospices de Londres.” The question 
which the Master of the Rolls had to determine was what institations cam2 
under this designation. He decided that it did not mean hospitals as we know 
them here, but institutions which gratuitously received within their walls and 
provided for persons who were unable to take care of themselves, either from 
old age combined with poverty, or from infancy combined with neglect or 
mental incapacity, or by reason of any bodily ailment which was not sus- 
ceptible of cure. Charities coming under this definition are to apply to him 
in chambers to be put on the list of institutions which are to participate in 
the testator’s bounty. 

Some time ago the clerk to a solicitor at the West-End forged a signature to 
a cheque for £620. The cheque was paid in Bank of England notes, which 
the forger changed for gold. He then sailed in a vessel for Lisbon. Fortu- 
nately, the police found where he had ro to, and telegraphed to Lisbon to 
bave him stopped This was done, and though he cannot be brought back, 
the whole of the money h.e had has been obtained by the Portuguese police. 

On Tuesday Sir James Wilde ordered the petition of Mrs. Lavinia Janetta 
Horton Ryves, claiming to be Duchess of Lancaster, for a declaration of her 
Tegitimate descent from his Royal Highness Henry Frederick, Duke of 
Cumberland, to be tried before a special jury. 

In a case before the Court of Queen’s Bench, yesterday week, the applicant, 
Mr. Keane, was in what might seem the impossible position of being both 
plaintiff and defendant. Mr. Keane had bought an old judgment, which 
there are now funds to satisfy, and has taken out administration to the effects 
of the defendant, who had died, as the law enables a creditor to do; he is 
therefore plaintiff in the cause as representing the original plaintiff by the 
purchase, and defendant as the legal representative of the orginal defendant. 

The Rev. James Kelly, of Liverpeol, whose recent litigation against local 
newspapers ended in verdicts in his favour, with a farthing damages, has 
obtained from the Court of Queen's Bench a rule for a new trial of the action 
against the Liverpool Mail on the ground of inadequacy of damages. 

An adjudication of vom mages has been made against Mr. J. T. Norris, 
formerly M.P. for Abingdon. . Norris was a director of several railway 
and other companies, and had the reputation of being a man of large wealth. 
He was member, in the last Parliament, for the borough of Abingdon, near 
which his large paper manufactories are situate, but lost his seat at the late 
general election.

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STATESMEN’S COR- 
NER IN WESTMIN- 
STER ABBEY. 


THE burial of Lord 
Paimerston in the north 
transept of Westminster 
Abbey, where Pitt, Fox, 
and Canning are buried, 
has led to a pretty 
general expression of the 
remark, that this part 
of the venerable church 
may as well be distin- 
guished henceforth as 
the “Statesmen’s Cor- 
ner,” in proper corre- 
spondence with the title 
of “ Poets’ Corner,” offi- 
cially attached to that 
part of the south tran- 
sept which contains so 
many monuments of our 
most famous literary 
men, The distribution, 
indeed, of such monu- 
ments of either class as 
are to be found in the 
Abbey is very far from 
answering completely to 
this principle of arrange- 
ment; for the statue of 
Wordsworth sits in the 
baptistery, not in Poets’ 
Corner ; while the Right 
Hon, William Pitt, with 
Anarchy chained at his 
feet, and History paint- 
ing his portrait on the 
other side, rises to 
address the House from 
a very elevated position 
over the west door ; and 
his great rival, Charles 
James Fox, with a couple 
of female nurses, Liberty 
and Peace, reclines upon 
his deathbed, to the con- 
sternation of a kneeling 
negro, somewhere about 
the same part of the 
church, The actual 
graves of Pitt and Fox, 
as we remember from 
Sir Walter Scott's touch- 
ing allusion to the fact, 
are situated close to each 
other in the north tran- 
sept, which is nearly 
200 ft. distant from 
either of the colossal

The 
accomplished orator, dressed in a classic robe, holds a scroll 
in his right hand, the left arm crossing his breast, which 
is described as one of his familiar attitudes while speaking; at his 
feet are a pile of books. The countenance is bright with intelligence 
and noble feeling ; the whole form is animated with the very spirit of 
the man. Not less excellent, in its way, is Chantrey’s statue of Sir 
John Malcolm, in his uniform as Major-General, with hand resting on 
his sword. The statue of Lord Castlereagh (or Robert, second Marquis 
of Londonderry, as the inscription says) is the work of Mr. Evan 
Thomas, and is creditable to that artist. It may be seen, to the left 
hand, in our Illustration, close to the end of the black railings; the 
female figure which stands in front of it being one of the supporters of 
Lord Mansfield’s monument; while the subordinate features of the 
monument of Lord Rodney’s officers are partly seen beyond, on the same 
side. The statue of Sir Robert Peel, by Gibson, stands in the right-hand 
corner, in the foreground of this View. The gravestone of William Pitt 
lies in the centre of the pavement of the north transept, where it 
may be found, with a little search; but the inscription does not 
remain so legible as might be wished. The grave of Charles James 
Fox is but a few feet distant — 

Genius, and taste, and talent gone, 

For ever tomb’d beneath the stone, 
Where—taming thought to human pric! 
The mighty chiefs sleep side by side. 
Drop upon Fox's grave the tear, 

"Twill trickle to his rival's bier ;

The six lancet-windows of the north transept, painted with figures 
of Moses, Joshua, Caleb, Gideon, David, and Jonathan, and with 
medallion pictures of their chief exploits, were erected in memory of 
six officers of Sir James Outram’s army, killed in the Indian War of 
1857 and 1858 ; another window, in the aisle to the left, being dedi- 
cated to that of Brigadier the Hon. Adrian Hope. The rose-window, 
higher up, filled with paintings of the Saviour, the twelve Apostles, 
and the four Evangelists, is of much older date ; and, compared with 
the gorgeous window of the south transept, which was put up in 1847 
its effect is rather mild.

But, in inversion to that which was said 
of Napoleon, it was only his glove that was of iron: the hand under- 
neath was human and soft as velvet. He would set up, sometimes, 
as a cynic, and profess to snarl; but all knew him to be, in the main, 
a man of real donhomie and genuine humour. Was there ever a 
charitable scheme on foot, James Lowe was always in the forefront of 
the echemers. So he is dead—quite young, but, happily, I believe, 
unmarried ; and there is another chair vacant, another calumet of the 
“ Indian weed ” full of nought but cold grey ashes, at the table of that 
rare old Réunion club, where so many good fellows and true have sat 
and made merry—and wise too, upon occasion.

FINE ARTS. 


WINTER EXHIBITION IN THE ROOMS OF THE SOCIETY OF 
BRITISH ARTISTS. 
InN consequence of the two Winter Exhibitions—the one at the 
French Gallery, the other in the rooms of the Society of British 
on the same day, we were compelled, last week, to 
postpone a notice of of the six hundred — and drawings of 
the larger exhibition n Saffolk-street. Of the portion remaining to 
be reviewed, the water-colour drawings perhaps claim first attention. 
A considerable proportion of these are not now exhibited for the first 
time; therefore we shall (as in all such cases) content ourselves by 
simply naming from among such those with which the visitor 
may profitably renew acquaintance. The collection embraces 
several of the early masters, as well as recent favourites; and, 
consequently, is very instructive. Here, for instance, we have 
examples of the vigorous grasp of Girtin, though confined to a very 
limited range of pigments ; Turner’s mystery and subtle complexity 
in “Hythe” (157); De Wint's pee y unsophisticated feeling for 
nature in “ View in Surrey” (80) ; Barrett's elegance of composition 
and classical sentiment in “The Lover’s Walk —Moonlight” (145) ; 
Robson's fine sense of air and sunlight in “View in the ite of 
Wight” (196); Copley Fielding’s power and grandeur of effect— 
pmo perchance unsuspected by those familiar only with his more 
elicate and mannered drawings—in “The Rydal Mountains, Cam- 
berland” (71), and No, 81, another view in the same district ; David 
Cox’s marvellous breadth in several drawings, and in that interesting 
evidence of his appreciation of Turner the copy of “ The Tivoli” (16) ; 
together with William Hunt's perception of character in sketches of 
— as well as in studies of still-life; Chambers’s genuine 
relish for the sea; Bonnington’s and Muller's early promise; and 
David Roberts’ skill as an architectural draughtsman.

THE WILTSHIRE CHAMPION COURSING MEETING. 


STONEHENGE, that pile of ambres or holy stones, is a great 
mystery. Some aver that they were brought by Merlin’s aid from 
Scythia’s shore by the great m, and others that they were 
raised by Danish chiefs in honour of the Idol of Victory. Be this as 
it may, the shepherds and the coursers share them now. The 
Wiltshire hills and plains around them have become what the fane of 
Stonehenge once was, a “ Dom-thing” or Court of Judgment for Mr. 
Warwick in the scarlet ; and the moderns can discuse more learnedl 
over the merits of the Hampshires which are fed and the hares whi 
are found on Bulford’s or Tanner's Down, than on the relics of the 
rude cursus where the Britons held funeral races. 

For many = the meetings came off in December. Then, at the 
suggestion of Mr. A. Graham, who drew up the programme, the first 
great open one was held in October. That “ mperor of coursers ” 
brought his dogs ; and the late Lord Eglinton, Sir James Boswell, and 
“the Lancashire division” began to follow suit. Goodlake and 
Etwall were once t names, and Mr. Davis was ever active on his 
little grey pony—which was as neat as himself—and took one “ out- 
wing of the t.”

@ great meeting of working men, held the same evening in the Scotia 
Hall—have doubtless been perused by very many of our readers with 
the attention which is due to all that may be said at the present 
juncture by the most important member of the new Ministry. We 
give on page 457 an Illustration of the scene in the City Hall, where 
the ceremony of investing him with the citizenship 
of Glasgow took place. The hall was, of course, 
filled with spectators in every part, while Mrs. and 
the Misses Gladstone, Lady Blantyre, and the 
Marquis of Lorn occupied seats in the front gallery. 
On the platform were the magistrates and members 
of the Town Council; Mr. lish, M.P.; Mr.

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MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 


Tue desire which has for some years been prevalent amongst con- 
stituencies to meet their representatives during the recess seems to 
be in course —— this year in an unusual manner. Instead 
of members ing electors together and treating them to dry 
(more or less ), electors invite members to feasts, where 
, of course, expect ordinary amount of reason intermingled 
with the flow of soul. These banquets, occurring just after a general 
election, suggest considerations whether they are not practically 
evasions of part of the law against corrupt practices at elections 
which has reference to ing. Strictly speaking, treating may be 
committed as well after as befere and during an election. On the 
face of it, the voters ask the chosen of their votes to feast with them ; 
but cases have occurred where there may have been more than sus- 
picion that members, though nominally guests, are in reality enter- 
tainers. An instance illustrative of this idea may be found in a 
festive event which once followed the election of a new member for a 
large metropolitan borough. The electors, in a fit of enthusiasm at 
having secured a wealthy and influential representative, determined to 
invite him to a dinner ; and the suggestion was adopted with singular 
readiness, The price of the tickets was fixed at an amount which 
laced them within easy reach of the ten-pound occupiers, and it was 
Logically supposed that the feeding would be plain and simple and the 
feast mainly politico-intellectual. The venue was laid at one of the 
taverns where gastronomy is wont to fuse with charity on a 
iberal and handsome scale; and, when some of the uninitiated guests 
arrived, they were surprised to find preparations for a feast which 
would far exceed the usual limits within which charity banquets, 
though liberal, are kept. It crept ont that a tasting committee had 
been sitting for a week before the festal day, and upon its eve had 
made up their minds in the selection ot a variety of choice wines. 
When the moment of projection arrived, the appearance of things 
palpably showed that a double or treble charge head for the 
dinners would have to be met by somebody; and the obvious result 
was a most delightful feast for the electors and an ovation for the 
member beyond al) ordinary calculation. It may be that out of 
London this sort of thing is understood and practised, and if so the 
practice may be sup’ to be just now in full vigour. 

Foremost amongst the practitioners of this ingenious device, if there 
be any d for a belief in its existence, are the electors of North 
Warwickshire, for they have treated ir members, on the inverted 
principle hinted at, no less than four times.

CURRENT LITERATURE, 


Illustrations of Architecture and Ornament. Drawn and Etched 
by J. B. Waring. (Day and Son) If architectural and decorative 
art does not continue to advance it will not be for lack of the best pre- 
cepts and examples. Immediately succeeding the publication of 
Mr, Ayling’s photographs from the numerous and valuable sketches 
left by Pugin (which we reviewed a fortnight meal) soeeem, under 
the title given above, another very extensive, generally well-selected 
and, rightly used, precious and instructive collection of examples of 
architecture and ornament, chiefly derived from the Middle Ages and 
Renaissance. Mr. Waring has very properly treated his subjects in a 
pictorial rather than in the usual architectural manner. The book is 
elegant enough to gratify the man of taste, and comprehensive 
enough to serve as a compendium for the amateur; but such a col- 
lection should only be used by the student as a source whence to derive 
motives for fresh design, not as a storehouse of models for repro- 
duction. Most of the subjects have, we believe, been figured directly 
from the originals; the character of the several periods and diverse 
styles is often conveyed with great spirit; and a vast amount of 
labour has been expended on the etching of the plates, It appears to 
us, however, that in the enforcement by subsequent engraving, which 
the etchings seem to have undergone, more attention has been given to 
secure brilliancy of effect than the gradation and modelling which 
are so desirable, especially in sculptural subjects. The mn the 
selection is very wide. The bold and massive, but rather barbaric, 
magnificence of the Romanesque of the south of France is particularly 
well illustrated. The modifications, also, of the style—Byzantine, 
Gallo-Roman, Lombardic, and Northern—are also exemplified. But 
Arles, Montmajeur, St. Gilles, the Abbey Church of Moissac, St. 
Sernin, and the Museum of Toulouse have principally been laid under 
contribution, The great advance in “ornamentism,” as well as 
sculpture, made by, and contemporary with, the Pisani, is very variously 
illustrated. But Mr. Waring certainly seems to be rather behind 
recent research in maintaining, in one of the descriptions accom- 

anying the plates, that the whole of that advance is due to 
Nicolo Sisano and his study of ancient models. In reviewing, two or 
three years ago, certain photographs cf Wells Cathedral, we gave 
some of the reasons for doubting, or at all events qualifying, this 
assertion (which, if we remember rightly, can only be traced to the 
very doubtful authority of Vasari), and we have not space here to 
discuss the question anew. We must do Mr, Waring the justice to 
add that he has shown sound judgment in not pretending a blind 
admiration for the mere prettinesses, niaiseries, and, far worse, 
licentiousness of the medizval sculptors. Mr. Waring, with Mr, Street, 
notices, in examples from Burgos, Miraflores, and Toledo, the French 
influence on the early Gothic architecture of Spain, and he also traces 
a strong German (? Netherlandish) influence. Several plates are 
devoted to illustrations of the exquisite ornament of the Hispano- 
Arabian works in the Alhambra and Alcazar. Another very rich 
section of the work is that exemplifying the matchless metal-work of 
Augsburg and other German towns, including more than one master- 
piece of Peter Vischer. The value of this delightful work is further 
enhanced by a number of beautifully-drawn representations of plants 
suitable for ornament. In one of the notes the author expresees his 
belief that the iris evidently, and not the lily, was the origin of the 
fleur-de-lis. 

Life and Letters of the Rev. F. W. Robertson, M.A. Edited by 
Stopford A. Brooke, M.A. (Smith, Elder, and Co.) On Monday, 
Aug. 22, 1853, a singular sight was to be seen at Brighton. No great 
man with a yard of titles after his name was being carried to the 
grave; and yet, from Montpelier-road to the extramural cemetery, 
shops were closed, sorrowful faces peered out wistfully from balconies 
and windows, and a throng of people of all ranks, callings, incomes, 
and religions pressed after a humble funeral train, It was only a 
Christian minister being taken to his burial, and yet, in the wake of 
his lifeless body followed the nobly born, the wealthy, the tradesman, 
and the artisan. The quiet cemetery was invaded by an unwonted 
crowd, and around the open grave of a dead servant of the English 
Church gathered Jew, and Unitarian, and Roman Catholic, and 
Quaker, and Churchman. Two thousand persons were congregated 
there to pay the last honours to a departed brother. Surely the life 
of such a man deserves to be made known; he must have possessed 
some rare gifts or performed some high deeds to move to unanimity 
so many men of such different stations, sentiments, and creeds. 
Whether it was his Christianity, or his intellect, or his courage, or his 
sympathy, or whatever other quality there may be that enlists regard, 
which had given the dead so much influence over the living, let those 
who desire to know read the “Life and Letters of the Rev. F. W. 
Robertson ” and determine for themselves, There can be few to whom 
Mr. Robertson’s sermons are not—at least by hearsay and quotation— 
known ; and they who admire and delight in the sermons will be glad 
to become acquainted, even posthumously, with the man, He was 
endowed by nature with excellent parts, and he gratefully acknow- 
ledged and best showed his gratitude by cultivating his natural endow- 
ments. It is probable that the high idea of him which many have 
derived from his sermons will be modified by a perusal of his letters ; 
they will see in him extraordinary weakness as well as extraordin 
power; they will rejoice over his generous impetuosity, his love of 
truth, his high appreciation of duty, and the undaunted front he pre- 
sented to the attacks of ignorance, or envy, or calumny; but they will 
sigh over many deficiencies. His denuncia’ language not unfre- 
quently resembles wild abuse, the use of which, even in the private 
correspondence of a Christian teacher, makes the reader feel uncom- 
fortable. He says (vol. ii, p. 18) “ the Evangelicalism (so called) of 
the Record is an emasculated cur, snarling at all that is better than 
itselfi—cowardly, lying, and slanderous.” It is, perhaps, all true, but 
even the addition of a round oath, such as a layman might have used, 
could scarcely make it more abusive. Then, again, at p. 80, he is 














speaking of acriticism which appeared in the Zimes, and says, “I do 
not see why Mr. Tennyson is to be expected to make state- 
ment of it intelligible at first reading to a penny-a-liner, 
Then comes the criticism about the whole being and
